The Corpoeation Tax Law. 

The income from this source is about the same as in the 
last year (1873), although the balance appearing to the credit 
of the account, is much smaller than it was then. A reduced 
taxable excess was to be expected, from the depressed condi- 
tion of manufacturing interests, the continued misfortunes of 
insurance companies, and the diminished business of railroads. 
The balance in the treasury, Dec. 31, 1874, was $187,977.27. 
At the close of the year 1873, a considerable amount due to 
cities and towns remained in the treasury, which had been 
collected so nearly to January 1, 1874, that it could not be 
distributed before that date. This amount having been paid 
out since then, reduces the apparent balance from this source 
for the year 1874. The actual amount realized during the 
year, is $330,773.61, against $326,800.34, for the previous 
year.

The land and flats at South Boston, sold to the Boston,
